Sir,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  of  the  town  for  the  year 
1943.  The  report  is  much  curtailed  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  consists  chiefly  of 
Tables  of  Statistics  and  records  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
Department  during  the  year. 

Vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  satisfactory.  The 
high  death  rate  compared  with  the  birth  rate  is  attributable 
to  the  abnormal  distribution  of  population  owing  to  large 
numbers  of  young  people  leaving  the  town  to  obtain  employment 
elsewhere . 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  women  died  as  a  result 
of  childbirth  out  of  a  total  of  223  births.  There  was  always 
available  an  adequate  service  of  midwives  for  the  town  and  any 
mother  who  wished  could  go  to  a  Hostel  In  a  Reception  Area  so 
that  she  could  have  her  baby  in  a  Maternity  Home.  Cases 
requiring  Hospital  treatment  were  similarly  evacuated  to  a  safe 
area. 


Infant  Mortality  showed  an  increase,  11  babies  dying  under 
the  age  of  one  year;  3ix  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  premature 
birth,  possibly  brought  on  by  shock  or  stress  of  circumstances 
as  a  consequence  of  the  war. 

Illegitimate  births  were  fewer  in  number  than  In  the 
previous  year,  and  no  Illegitimate  babies  died.  This  was  also 
very  satisfactory  as  experience  has  shown  that  Illegitimacy 
increases  during  war  time.  The  care  of  illegitimate  babies  has 
also  improved. 

More  use  was  made  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres;  the 
staffs  of  the  Aid  Posts  based  on  these  Centres  continued  to 
give  help  and  compensated  for  the  loss  of  the  regular  staff • 

A  dental  scheme  for  pregnant  and  nursing  mothers  was  in 
operation  throughout  the  year.  The  total  attendance  of 
mothers  for  treatment  was  278,  and  24  women  were  provided  with 
dentures . 

Children  under  school  age  requiring  Orthopaedic  treatment 
were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Department  of  the  Kent  and 
Canterbury  Hospital.  The  Orthopaedic  Clinic  in  Margate  will 
be  re-opened  as  soon  as  staff  difficulties  permit. 

There  was  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 
g0Y0j^^0en  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  13  being  in 
•the  age  group  5-10.  Cases  were  mild  In  character  and  there 
were  no  deaths.  No  diphtheria  was  recorded  and  practically 
the  whole  child  population  has  now  been  immunised  against 
this  disease. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  influenza  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year.  It  was  foared  that  the  epidemic  would  reach 
serious  proportions  and  facilities  were  made  available  for 
Medical  Officers  in  H.  M.  Services  to  assist  civilian  doctors 
in  giving  medical  treatment.  Nursing  was  undertaken  by  Civil

Defence  Nursing  Auxiliaries  and  arrangements  were  made  for 
Members  of  the  W.V.S*  to  help  patients  in  their  homes  and 
with  their  shopping ,  etc*  The  epidemic,  however,  soon 
subsided  and  no  serious  difficulties  were  encountered* 

Tuberculosis  showed  an  increase  of  cases*  This  confirms 
the  experience  of  the  last  war  that  war-time  conditions 
induce  the  spread  of  this  disease*  The  Departments  concerned 
are  fully  alive  to  this  fact  and  all  possible  measures  are 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  by  affected  persons 
and  to  ensure  their  living  in  hygienic  surroundings. 

The  Meteorological  Station  was  re-opened  on  the  1st 
January,  1943,  and  a  short  report  on  the  year  is  included* 

An  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  was  approinted  in 
February  1943.  This  side  of  the  work  continued  to  increase 
month  by  month* 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  various  Committees  for  their  continued  support 
and  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  good  and  loyal  work  of 
my  staff  in  these  difficult  days.

“^hie  eTjfort  to  ensure  TSialT- all  children  are  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  has  been  maintained  and  as  a  result  the  number  of 
children  immunised  during  the  year  was:- 

Under  5  years  -  194  Between  5  and  15  years  -  98 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme  in  Margate  in  January 
1941,  the  total  number  of  children  immunised  is  as  follows 

Under  5  years  -  788  Between  5  and  15  years  -  838 

It  is  estimated  that  of  all  the  children  under  15  years  of 
age  within  the  Borough,  92%  have  completed  the  treatment. 

The  great  success  of  this  scheme  has  been  largely  due  to  the 
propaganda  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors,  School  Nurse 
and  Teachers.  It  will  be  noted  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  year  1943. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  both  the  Welfare  Centres. 


SCABIES. 

Facilities  were  provided  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
scabies  at  the  Disinfecting  Station.  Treatment  was  carried  out 
by  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  patients’  clothes  and  bedding  were 
also  disinfected. 

During  the  year  68  persons  were  treated,  all  cases  showing 
a  complete  cure  after  one  course  of  treatment* 


WATER . 

- The  area  of  the  original  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  Margate 

Corporation  from  the  wells  at  Wingham,  and  We3tgate  and  Birchingtor 
are  supplied  by  the  bestgate  L  Birchington' Water  Company  from  the 
wells  at  Sparrow  Castle  Pumping  Station. 

The  supplies  are  ample  for  twice  the  population  and  are 
constant.  Samples  have  been  taken  weekly  or  fortnightly  and  the 
analyses  have  be!en  entirely  satisfactory.  The  water  is  not 
plumbo-solvent .  All  houses  are  supplied  from  internal  fittings.

METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  COMPILED  BY 
J #  R #  TURNER  Capt #R* A. (R) > 


The  Meteorological  Station  at  Cliftonville  closed  on  the 
3'0th  July,  1940  and  re-opened  on  the  1st  January,  1943.  The 
station  is  not  fully  equipped  but  sufficiently  so  to  supply  the 
Meteorological  Department  with  all  the  data  they  require.  The 
weather  kiosk  became  very  dilapidated  and  was  removed,  the 
sound  parts  being  stored  for  re-erection  after  the  war.  It  Is 
hoped  that  the  station  will  then  be  brought  up-to-date  in 
accordance  with  Air  Ministry  requirements.

The  year  is  chiefly  memorable  for  the  mildness  of  the 
winter  months  and  the  low  rainfall.  On  no  occasion  was 
"snow  lying  at  observation  hour"  registered.  Atmospheric 
Phenomena  were  rare  and  except  for  that  of  November  9th 
when  a  Solar  Halo, with  arc  of  contact,  mock  sun  ring  and 
mock  suns,\/;ui  observed  at  9  hours,  uninteresting. 

Rainfall  amounted  to  17.91  inches 'for  the  year  being 
84$  of  the  average.  January  had  the  highest  record  with 
3*61  inches  and  March  the  lowest  with  0.38  inches.  January 
14th  was  the  wettost  day  1.52  inches  falling  between  5*30 
and  9  hours  G.M.T.  accompanied  by  a  gale. 

Gales  were  experienced  on  8  days  during  the  year, 

2  in  January,  3  in  February,  1  in  April  and  2  in  May.. 
Thunderstorms  occurred  on  11  occasions,  August  being  the 
worst  month  with  3. 

Sunshine  was  slightly  below  normal  having  a  " percentage 
of  average"  of  99.8.  May  was  tho  sunniest  month  with 
265.5  hours  and  January  tho  lowest  with  50.1  hours.  The 
highest  record  was  on  May  19th  and  July  17th  with  14.6  hours. 
The  highest  week’s  record  was  88.4  hours  for  week  ending 
May  22nd.  The  total  for  the  year  was  1771.2  hours. 

Temperatures  were  above  normal  with  just  over  1.2 
degrees  above  the  average,  although  no  vory  high  readings 
were  recorded,  80  degrees  being  passed  on  only  3  occasions. 
August  had  the  highest  average  with  71  degrees  and  December 
the  lowost  with  45  degrees.  The  lowest  ground  temperatures 
were  recorded  on  January  29th  and  February  8th  with  25  degrees. 

Winds  wore  from  Southerly  or  Westerly  quarter  on 
184  days  during  the  year.  . 

Weekly  rainfall  reports  have  been  supplied  to  the 
Borough  Surveyor  during  the  year  and  weekly  and  monthly 
reports  have  been  furnished  to  the  Meteorological  Department 
'of  the  Air  Ministry,
